The dictum of the anarchist 


that government Is a caprice of so- 
ciety Is unfounded on fact. 
A body 


of citizens under no recognized head 
must come to woe. 
By following 


his Individual bent, regardless 
or 


the welfare of others, each citizen 
Is striking a blow at the root of civ- 
ilization. 
Mr. Welch closed by ex- 


tolling the democratic 
principles 


which have 
guided 
the 
United 


States. 


Poem In German 
Although delivered In a 
tongue 


which was unintelligible to the maj- 
or part of the audience, the recita- 
tion of the "Erlkoenlg" by 
Miss 


Alice M. 1-udden 
was 
distinctly 


pleasing.. Miss Ludden's 
articula- 


tion was unusually clear and she 
rendered Goethe's Immortal 
poem 


With a high degree of expression. 


Miss Grace Carpenter treated "Op- 


tical Delusion" In a seml-sclofctltlc 
manner 
which 
made 
the subject 


thoroughly 
interesting. 
Lantern 


views showing a numher of the more 
common Illusions, whureby 
equal 


lines appear unequal, parallel lines 
appear divergent, and other phenom- 
ena trick the eye.

Miss Harriet C. Anderson was to 


have delivered a thesis upon 
"Tho 


Influence of Greek Mythology Upon 
Greek Life." 
Illness made It doubt- 


ful whether she would be able to be 
present last evening to receive her 
drploma which she had won with hon- 
ors. 
Delivering the thesis was out 


of the question. 
She was present 


to receive the diploma which made 
her nn alumna of the school. 


On Municipal Government 


Gardner Kavelage's 
oration 
on 


"Municipal Government" was deliv- 
ered in a lorclble mlinnor. 
The 


theory of the government of cities ot 
the United States was outlined, with 
a description of the consequent op- 
portunity for boodle and other dis- 
honest methods. 


More business methods and less 


politics In the government of Ameri- 
can cities wore strongly urged 
by 


Mr. 
Kaveiage. 
He deplored the 


present condition which has made 
the city government far Inferior to 
the national organization. New York 
city and the St. Louis scandal were 
held up as two glaring Instances ot 
what may be done by corrupt city of- 
ficials. 
He attributed the 
condi- 


tion In part to 
the 
slight 
reward 


which honesty receives In compari- 
son with the riches which may lie 
acquired by using public olilco to 
further private Interests.' 


Another opportunity was given for 


prolonged and enthusiastic applause 
when the high school male quartette 
again appeared. 
Their first number 


was so warmly received that they 


were forced to return before the au- 
dience would allow the program to 
continue. 
The Improvement shown 


by the quartette during the 
short 


time since they began singing to- 
gether has been very marked. 


A Masterly Thesis 


Henry C. Skavlem. and I'llny V. 


Wilbur, two graduates of the manual

parts, than the reciprocating 
glnc In common use.

thesis upon the "Purpose of the Ue 
Coverley Papers." 
In order to ex- 


plain the results which needs must 
be accomplished Miss Lundh briefly 
reviewed the conditions existant In 
England at that time, when vanity, 
foppery, and loose habits of living 
were the rule.

Almost everyone knows the 
pro- 


•OHS that a little lamb must undergo 
rom the time he leaves thu fresh 
green fields in tho springtime 
to 


he moment wht/n he arrives, nicely 
diced and brown, on tlic dining ta- 
)le. 
Not so many people know, ev- 


en In a general way. all changes that 
he llueece of tho old sheep Is sub- 
ected to from shearing time till the 
vool appears In the finished cloth. 


Fleece of the Sheep 


When the fleece is cut from the 


sheep It Is tied 111 small bundles nnd 
hose are placed in larger sacks and 
icnt to the commission 
merchants 


n the big cities or direct to the 
mills, scattered all over the country. 


There are many different 
kinds 


ind grades of wool nnd these arc 
ised for different purposes. 
DHTer- 


nt feeding grounds .Vnd climatic con- 
lltlons affect the texture of 
tho 


wool. 
If a sheep is poorly'fed dur- 


ng part of the year and well fed 
luring tin? hnlnncc-. this fact -can 
10 easily told by tin? difference 
in 


extiire In the wool that has last 
grown. 
The wool from a 
fthoep 


rnlsoil In the stnto of lllnols is differ- 
nt from tho covering of nn animal 
;rown In our own stnto.' and again, 
tho lambs flint frisk over tho west- 
ern ranges have n Ili-oro Hint Is still 
>f another texture. 
A gront quan- 


tity of this latter wool comes 
to 


Innosvlllo. to bo mni'.o Into "melton" 
woolen cloth at the Rock River Wool- 
en mills. 


A Big Mill 
This is nn Immense mill, having 


:>vor 21,000 square foot 
of 
floor 


space. 
Every year, on an average. 


:hls concern consumes about 7'JO.OUU 
lioiinds of wool, or 2.100 sacks or 
lialos. Nearly all of this groat quan- 
tity cnincs from tho ranges of the 
far west, such wool is technically 
called "territory wcol." 
Sometimes 


tlie fleeces come from n greater dls- 
anco nnd are cut from tho sheep In 
far off Australia. 
This wool Is nt 


present, much hlchor In price than 
tho domestic nrtlcle. 


Tho company hns n force of eigh- 


ty hands, about half of whom are 
mon and hnlf women. 
Tho many 


machines and looms arc? run 
by 


moans of n To-horse power engine and 
two turbine wator wheels thnt have 
a force equal to ISO-horse power. 


The Process 
The changes In a fleece from 
tho 


time' that It loaves tho freight car 
till It In finished !ti tho cloth are 
mnny nnd Intrlcnte. 
First the bun- 


dles nro rut open nnd thrown Into 
n large vat. whore they nro scoured 
and cleaned, from hero to n second 
vnt whore tho process Is repented, 
then Into n third tub whore they 
nro thoroughly rlnso;!. 
The next 


stop Is to propnre the wool for dye- 
fng. 
It Is plncod Into nn Immense 


vat which contains and flcld mix- 
ture, called "Mordant." this 
-pene- 


trates between nil tho flbros nnd sop- 
;irnto<* them and mnkes the dyeing 
easier. 


Next comes n soaking in the dye 


fluid In another big tub, those vats 
are largo affairs, each having 
a 


capacity of 77 barrels of th«> liquid. 
The dye Is kept boiling by means of 
stoam pnsslng 
through It. 
The 


wool Is kept In tho dye until the de- 
sired color Is obtained. 
The exact 


shades between tho colors arc 
ob 


tallied by running two colors of wool 
In the right proportions 'through a 
machine called n mixer. 
This ma- 


chine separates tho fibres nnd then 
skilfully mixes them by blowing the 
different colors together ngnln. Now 
the wool is taken to the carding ma- 
chines, of which there nro six in the 
mill. 
In ontors one end of the ma- 


chines In the loose stato and comes 
out at the other, made Into n coarse 
yarn. 
It Is then transferred to nn 


other set of machines that have the 
odd name of "mules," because they 
got out of order BO frequently nnd 
"balk." 


The "Mules" 
The "mules" twist the threads and 


make them finer. 
There are eight 


of these "mules" working patiently 
every day at this mill. 
Now the 


threads are ready to go to the looms 
and 28 of them nil an Immense room 
and the noise' of the shuttles flying 
back and forth between the threads 
Is deafening. On the looms the wool 
cloth 'Is made and most of the worts 
Is done. but. before It Is ready to be 
sold It must go through the felting 
machines which closes the spaces he. 
twocn tho threads, and then through 
apparatus that takes off the rough 
ness. 
Last of nil the cloth must be 


Ironed and dried nfter which It Is put 
up ready for shipment to be made 
Into suitings and -the other mainy 
useful purposes for 
which 
woo 


cloth serves us.

In wlilrh 
you made the asscr Ion that the only 
rc^itl from this sp-jcl-.-j ul :iiiis;it"e 
HCM in the enactment f-f IIIUK wnich 
make It Impossible for people who do 
to be robbed at frequent IntervalP. 


As a country banker. I believe yon 


are right. 
We have here 
a town 


of 2.r.00 'people, mostly prosperous 
and Inclined to save money. 
To my 


certain knowledge no less than ten 
"fake" propositions, mining and oth- 
erwise, have been worked 
In tills 


vicinity within a year. 
Our bank, 


while not particularly a savings In- 
stitution, encourages small accounts, 
more from a desire to aid the town 
In Its progress than with any Idea of 
making much .profit out of the sav- 
ings depositor. We carry the money 
of this class, and are Intimately ac- 
quainted with the little family trag- 
edies, the rl»e and fall of the houses 
of Smith. Jones, Brown, ct al., 
as 


expressed in the nticttiatlons of their 
hard earned surpluses in the bank. 
.When a new member of these famil- 
ies comes Into the world, tho bank 
account diminishes; and the 
real 


struggle Indicated In the slow 
pro- 


cess of building them up. tells their 
own story of self denial. 
Yet these 


people bite at the ,"«et rich" swindle 
without 
hesitation. 
About 
two 


years ago, when some of our custom- 
ers of this class began buying New 
York drafts, we were rather 
mysti- 


fied, knowing that the thing was un- 
usual. 
We did not like to express 


too much curiosity, 
as this 
would 


have been resented. 
On)' president 


•was of the olnion that some mall or- 
der firm had been circulating litera- 
ture locally, but when we suddenly 
dropped to the fact that the drafts 
were going to one firm, although tin- 
dur different names, at the samo ad- 
dress, we had a key to the mystery. 
The "get rich" quick concern 
was 


reaping the reward. 
The board dis- 


cussed the matter, and as we 
were 


personally acquainted with the maj- 
ority of the depositors, we Initiated a 
campaign of missionary work. When 
one of the victims came In to buy a 
draft, our president would take him 
Into.his otlice and talk to him truth- 
fully, and only bluntly, for the 'presi- 
dent Is a 
forceful man. 
He saved 


many of our humble depositors trom 
losing their small 
hoards. 
Some 


however, resented the interference, 
and accused the bank of 
being un- 


able, to . furnish the amounts called 
for. 
What tho respected head ot 


our bank went through In tho 
first 


"get-rlch-qulck" raid Is still a subject 
of mirthful allusion among our Junior 
clerks, but In the end he gave It up, 
. pleading that no 
member

ance and religion. 
The strain on 


the temper, he said, was too great. 


He. got me to try It awhile, but 1 


will not dwell on the soul-stirring ex- 
perience I went through In the next 
few weeks. 
I did better, however, 


for I am 
mild-mannered and .never 


got angry when a depositor who saw 


a fortune at the end of his nose would 
drawl put: • •"Oh.'.yus,-but I'guess 
the bank can stand for this $20 (irurt, 
even If your, old'sheb'ang Is hard up, 
as It must be when you make so mum 
fuss over a few dollars." 


Finally, I quit myself, but hung up 


a sign over the window which work- 
do for a time. 
This sign read 
in 


effect: 
"Any concern which guar- 


antees 
100 per cent, dividends 'is li 


swindle, and we will furnish 
' the 


name of the man who will bet two to 
one that you lose every dollar you 
put In any such scheme." The .pres- 
ident said that the sign was not very 
dignified and It wasn't, but It scared 
a few. 
Others drew out all their 


money and patronized the postolllce. 
being ashamed apparently, to let us 
konw what they were doing. 


To make -a long story short, the 


get rich swindlers have taken $a,000 
of hard-earned 
money out of 
this 


town In twelve months, and heaven 
only knows how much more they will 
obtain If New York and Chicago lio 
not s'nit down on the meanest device 
ever practiced for robbing Ignorant 
people of theih money.

Porto Kleo Is furnishing a market 


of n million (iollars n month to the 
producers and 
.merchants 
of the 


United States and supplying nearly a 
million dollars worth each month «r 
tropical products required 
by 
the 


United States. 
The total shipments 


of domestic merchandise from 
the 


United States to Porto Rico In the 
ten months ending with April were 
$9,844,318 and of foreign mershandUe 
$218.27f.. making the total value of 
merchandise sent to Porto Rico from 
the United ^States, $10.0C2.u94. The 
total shipments of domestic .merchan 
dlse from Porto Rico to the 
United 


States In the ten months ending wltn 
April 190S was $8.744,127, anil of for- 
eign merchandise, $89037, making the 
total shipments from the Island 
to 


the United States In the ten months 
ending with April. $8, 333, 404. In the 
month of April the shipments from 
the United States to Porto Rico wero 
$931,. 
r>2(i and from Porto Rico to the 


United States, $1,919,023. These fig- 
ures Indicate that the 
shipments 


from the United States to Porto Rico 
during the fiscal year which, 
ends 


with the present month will aggreg- 
ate abont $12. 000,000. and those from 
Porto Rico to the United States near- 
ly an equal sum. 


These figures of commerce between 


Porto Rico and the United States are 
In marked contrast with 
those of 


earlier years. 
In the fiscal 
year 


1S9S, which Immediately preceded the 
transfer of Porto Rico to the 'United 
States, the exports from the United 
States to .that Island 
were $1,SO*>,- 


94*!. 
The next year they were $2,- 


C85.R48; In 1900. $4.010.419; In 1901, 
$fi,90n,408; In 1902. $10.882.fir>3;

as already Indicated, in the year 
of

'PROMISED TO KEEP LAD SAFE 


Yonth Was Allowed to Come Home 


from Waukesha to Attend His 


Mother's Funeral. 


Within a few days of the funeral 


of his r.-lfe. Anton Woletz has again 
been plunged Into the depths 
or 


gloom. 
Yesterday Mr. Woletz was 


arrested on a charge of aiding his 
son, a prisoner at the Waukesha In- 
dustrial school, to escape from the 
clutches of the law. 
The lad had 


been alolwed to return to attend his 
mother's funeral upon his 
father's 


promise of safe keeping. 


When Sheriff Appleby called yes- 


terday to secure the boy and take 
him back to Waukesha, he found that 
the bird had llown. 
As nearly ns 


could be learned Woletz helped his 
wayward son to escape. 
The war- 
rant for arrest followed, and before 
night the father was lodged behind 
the bars. 


Wanted Immediate Trial 


In the municipal court this morn- 


ing Woletz was brought up, but, tho 
absence of one of the principal wit- 
nesses from the city prevented Dis- 
trict Attorney Jackson from begin- 
ning the prosecution 
today.

FEARFUL 
MIDNIGHT 
TRAGEDY 


Peter Karageorgevitch Is Proclaimed 


Successor to the Throne Amid the 
Plaudits of the Multitude—Details 
of the Fearful Butchery. 


Belgrade. June 12.—The conspiracy 


formed In Belgrade within the last six 
•weeks culminated In a bloody trap- 
edy at the royal palace soon aitcr 
midnight Thursday 
morning. 
King 


Alexander 1. Queen Draga and 
her 


two brothers were butchered. 
Two 


of the king's aids and two Servian of' 
fleers lost their lives In his defense. 


In the fighting In and around the 


palace. Incident to the butchery of the 
'royal family, at least 
100 
persons 


•were Wiled. 


Ministers Are Slain. 


In order that their plans to over- 


turn the dynasty might not miscarry 
the conspirators at 2 o'clock in the 
morning assassinated Premier Marlio- 
vltch. Ministers Petrovitcli and Tndo- 
rovlcs. Gen. Pavlovltch. the 
former 


minister of war, and some, of the 
members of the royal guard. 


By this bloody tragedy the Obrcno 


vltch dynasty was extinguished and 
the Karageorgevltch family restored 
to power on the anniversary of the as- 
sa'sslnatlon of Prince Michael Obreno- 
vltch, on June 10, 1SC8. 


Proclaim King. 


Immediately after the work of as- 


sassination was complete the conspir- 
ators proclaimed Prlncu Peter Kara- 
georgevltch as King of Servla 
and 


summoned 
the 
skupshtlim (Servian 


parliament) to assemble Juno lu to 
confirm the proclamation. 
A provis- 


ional ministry was appointed to ad- 
minister the government ad Interim. 


Milan's Son May Contest. 


While It Is believed that the proc- 


lamation of Prince Karageorgevitch 
as king will be confirmed by the par- 
liament with the conser.- of Austria 
*ud Russia, he may not have clear 
calling, as It Is now asserted that 
King Milan left a wecond son by a 
Mme. Gristles, whom he legitimatized 
and who will dispute Prince Kara- 
georgevltch's right 
to the 
Servian 


throne. 


Army In Conspiracy. 


The chief conspirators, 150 In num 


bcr, were all men of high rank, who 
acted In concert with the army. The 
participation of the latter In the as- 
sassination, which blotted out the Ob- 
renovltch dynasty, which has ruled 
Servla with a short Intermission for 
nearly a century. Is mainly due to the 
attitude of King Arthur and his con- 
Bor« towards the officers of the army, 
•whom he always treated with scant 
courtesy. 
His desire to remove the 


•war school from Belgrade to Shebatz 
particularly gave the officers offense. 


Date Is Anniversary. 


Dissatisfaction against King Alex- 


ander's rule has been actuated since 
his suspension of the constitution last 
April, and It Is from that time that 
the military plot dates. The organi- 
zation of the bloody plot was carried 
out with consummate skill. 


The king for the last two months 


•was thrown off his guard by the ap- 
parent, quietude of the reception of his 
•recent coup d'etat. In the meantime 
the conspirators had decided on June 
10 as the date for the execution of 
the revolution for two reasons: First' 
ly. It Is the anniversary of the murder 
of 
King 
Alexander's 
granduncle, 


Michael; and, secondly, because It was 
feared that further delay would permit 
the Servian parliament to 'settle the 
succession to the throne according to 
the king's wishes, and It was believed 
that the brother of the hated queen, 
killed while lighting for her, would be 
bis choice. 


Prime MowePs. 


The prime movers In the plot were 


Uubomlr Schlokovlcs and Jlslax Veil- 
kovlcs. who have entered 
the 
new 


cabinet as ministers of justice and 
finance respectively. M. Schlokovlcs 
•was condemned to twenty years penal 
servitude for an attempt to assassin 
ate former King Milan. 


The kins and queen passed the eve 


of their death quietly. They attcndei 
a choral festival, then took supper In 
the Konak, and afterwards retired to 
rest. 
| 


The plot was carried out by tho 


principal officers of the army among 
•whom was Col. Maschln, whose broth- 
er was Uraga'H first husband, and Col. 
Naumovltch. the king's adjutant. 


Details of Scheme. 


The troops were held ready In the 


barracks. All leave was stopped and 
detachments were told off to surround 
the houses of the various ministers. 
The sixth Ileglment of the line. Col. 
Maschin's command, was ordered to 
surround the palace, and other troops 
•were Instructed to prepare 
to 
put 


down any outbreak on the part of tho 
Jilns's partisans. 


At 2 o'clock In the morning the per- 


petrators of the tragedy appeared at 
the gates of the Uonak or royal pal- 
ace determined to seek the king In his 
bedchamber and there force him to 
send adrift Queen 
Draga 
and 
her 


brothers, the eldest of whom she pro- 
posed should be the heir to the throne. 
Should the king refuse they wero 
sworn to demand his abdication, ana 
if all failed, to place him under arrest 
in the palace. 


Col. Naumovltch was on duty lnsl<t« 


the palace ns adjutant to his majesty 
and It had been arranged that on a 
given signal he would order the pal 
ace guards to admit his friends. There

Capt. Panajovltch. In charge of the 


palace guard, still refused to admit 
the party, whereupon IK> was stabbed 
to death by a soldier. The rest €>f the 
guard was then overpowered. 


The nolfce of the melee at the gates 


brought together the palace servants 
and attendants, who were Immediately 
made prisoners.
